It should have been with a sigh of 
relief that area taxpayers read that 
the School District would be able to 
keep the same tax rate for the 
coming year as it had last year. In 
years past it would have taken a tax 
cut to equal the same sense of relief 
but with the increased cost of 
everything just holding your own is 
quite an accomplishment. 
Both the school board and the 
school administrators should be 
commended for holding the line on 
spending without cutting back too 
much on services. Of course, the 
increased oil values made the big 
difference in meeting the needs of 
the school for the coming year. But 
even with the increased values it has 
taken good management to hold the 
line on increased costs. 
It would appear that except for 
areas with great amounts of oil 
property, most schools 
are 
in­ 
creasing taxes anywhere from IO to 
20 percent just to meet the in­ 
creasing costs. 
Just this week I noticed in the 
S i»(nn Slatonite that their school 
district is going to finish out the year 
with a $40,000 debt and is expecting 
to go another $13,000 in debt next 
year after a IO cent tax increase. 


While our lawmakers are hard at 
work in Austin spending bunches of 
that money trying to come up with a 
new state constitution (that the 
voters are more than likely to 
reject), I thought that you might be 
interested in a constitution drawn up 
by Lynn Ashby of the Houston Post. 
With the exception of a few 
“whereas” paragraphs to get the 
thing started here is his 
con­ 
stitution: 
BE IT RESOLVED: That one 
taxpayer — remembering how a 
Dallas man, his teenaged son and a 
friend one afternoon worked out a 
state redistricting plan which was 
accepted by the court, showing that 
if you want something done right, 
you’d better do it yourself — has 
drawn up his own state constitution, 
thereby saving the state several 
more months of utter confusion, log 
rolling, in-fighting and a couple of 
million dollars. To wit: 
ARTICLE I: The head of the state 
government shall be the Governor, 
who shall be paid as much as the 
lobbyist for the oil and gas industry, 
if the state can afford it. 
ARTICLE II: The second banana 
shall be the Lieutenant Governor 
who shall be paid as much as a good 
assistant football coach at UT. The 
Lt. 
Gov. 
shall 
run 
the 
state 
legislature in an honest, open 
manner. If not, he shall be promoted 
to Governor of Guam. 
ARTICLE III: The Legislature 
shall be unicameral, one body, of IOO 
members elected one-man-one-vote. 
Boundaries for each district must be 
clear, concise and make sense. 
Cases of overt gerrymandering shall 
be referred directly to a grand jury. 
ARTICLE IV: The Legislature 
shall meet for six months every 
other year. If that’s not enough time, 
tough. 
At 
each 
session, 
the 
lawmakers shall work studiously 
and honestly to make Texas the best 
state in the union. Any deviation 
from this, such as voting for an 
absent colleague, taking br bes, 
heavy absenteeism or general in­ 
competence, is cause to be put on the 
Gulf Freeway at 5:30 p.m. an 
forced to Drive Friendly. 
ARTICLE V : Legislators shall De 
paid what they are worth. In some 
instances, this shall mean a giant 
rebate to the state. Living expenses 
shall be $10 a day, if they return the

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Screwworm infestation Age*! Urges Treatment 
Reported On Increase ^ 
h ^ 


AUSTIN-There were 590 
confirmed screwworm infes­ 
tations in Texas during May, 
an increase of 414 over the 
previous month, Agriculture 
Commissioner John C. White 
reported recently. 
Most of the cases were in 
South Texas, though smaller 
numbers were reported in 
the Coastal Bend and the Hill 
Country. 
Webb County reported 81 
cases, the highest in the 
state. Nueces and Aransas 
were the only South Texas 
counties 
without 
a con­ 
firmed case in May. 
The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s 
Screwworm 
Eradication 
Program 
in 
Mission estimated that 75 
percent of the 8,913 screw­ 
worm cases in Texas last year 
were in South Texas. Eighty 
to 90 percent of these were 
from tick-readied bites in the 
ears of cattle. 
According to entomolo­ 
gists, the tick is already 
appearing in extraordinarily 
large numbers and heavier 
infestations are expected in 
July and August. 
Ticks feed on the ears of 
large animals and drop to the 
ground, leaving a large 
wound ready for the screw­ 
worm fly. The best pro­ 
tection to slow or stop tick 
and screwworm injury is to 
spray 
or 
dip 
regularly. 


Smears applied directly to 
the ears are also helpful. 
Female screwworm flies 
deposit their eggs on the 
edges of wounds. Emerging 
larvae enter the wound to 
feed on live 
flesh, often 
creating illness and, in the 
case of cattle, lowering beef 
quality. 
Sterile 
screwworm 
flies 
are released in the area of 
know n 
infestations. 
The 
female screwworm fly mates 
only once in her short life­ 
time. If she mates with a 
sterile male, any eggs she 
produces will not hatch, thus 
ending the life cycle. 
White recommended that 
cattle owners examine their 
cattle 
more 
closely. 
He 
emphasized the importance 
of controlling the pest for 
health purposes and to main­ 
tain 
the 
high quality 
of 
Texas beef. 
Personnel of the Screw­ 
worm Eradication Program 
urged that samples from the 
cen ter 
o f 
every 
larvae- 
infected wound be submitted 
to their headquarters, P.O 
Box 
969, 
Mission, 
Tex. 
78572. 
Larvae should be removed 
from the wound and killed. 
T hose 
dropped 
on 
the 
ground alive pupate and con­ 
tinue 
their life cycle, in­ 
festing new animals within 
three weeks. 


Wheat Yield To Plummet 


AUSTIN—Texas 
wheat 
production is expected to 
decrease from a record 98.6 
million bushel yield in 1973 
to 63 million bushels, a drop 
of 35.6 mUlion bushels, Agri­ 
culture Commissioner John 
C. White has announced. 
White’s 
projection 
was 
based on field studies of 
wheat conditions by Texas 
Department of Agriculture 
inspectors 
and 
U.S.D.A. 


statistical data. 
Most of the decrease is 
due to the failure of the 
dryland wheat crop on the 
Texas High Plains. Growth of 
dryland wheat has been slow 
because 
of 
drought 
con­ 
ditions throughout most of 
the area. 
Nationally, winter wheat 
production is estimated 1.5 
billion bushels, a five percent 
drop from May figures. 


Cattlemen who are faced 
with grid) infestations in their 
stock ought to be considering 
control measures now, ac­ 
cording to County Extension 
Agent Kirby Clayton. 
In the Rolling Plains 
region, says Clayton, had 
flies have laid their eggs on 
cattle and the grub larvae 
have penetrated the skin, 
beginning their migration 
through the body. Since these 
larvae are more effectively 
controlled when they are 
small, cattlemen should be 
stepping up their treatments 
now. 
Cattle grubs damage the 
animals in a number of ways, 
Clayton says. Cattle infested 
with grubs may produce less 
milk which in turn results in 
less weight gain of calves. 
The affected animals are 
more restless and excitable, 
generally causing a break­ 
down in the normal health of 
the cattle. Grubs usually 
reach the back of the animal 
in late summer, fall or 
winter, forming breathing 
hooles through the skin and 
developing a “Cyst” just 
under 
the 
skin. 
This 
penetration damages the hide 
and depreciates the value of 
the animal on the market. 
Although cattle grubs can 
be killed after they reach the 
animal’ back, Clayton addes, 
earlier control is best, par­ 
ticularly in beef cattle. 
Systemic insecticides, he 
recommends, which are 
administered as sprays, dips, 
pour-ons or fed or mineral 
additives, are distributed 
throigh the animal’s body by 
the circulatory 
system, 
destroying the grubs by 
contact action. 
Grubicides suggested for 
control are coumaphos (Co­ 
ital), curfomate (Ruelene), 


p r o l a t e , 
t r i c h l o r f o n 
(Neguvon), 
f amphur 
( Wa r b e x ) , 
F e n t h i o n 
(Ttguvon) and ronnel. All of 
these grubicides are animal 
systemics, Clayton recom­ 
mender 
Treating for grub control 
and drenching the animals 
should not be done on the 
same day, he emphasises. 
Sick animals or those under 
stress should not be treated. 
The label on treatment 
containers should be checked 
carefully before application 
for instructions on treating 
various 
cattle 
breeds. 
Precautions and directions 
should be adhered to strictly. 
Clayton says that in­ 
formation on grid) control is 
available at the County 
Extension Agent’s office.

It should have been with a sigh of 
relief that area taxpayers read that 
the School District would be able to 
keep the same tax rate for the 
coming year as it had last year. In 
years past it would have taken a tax 
cut to equal the same sense of relief 
but with the increased cost of 
everything just holding your own is 
quite an accomplishment. 
Both the school board and the 
school administrators 
should be 
commended for holding the line on 
spending without cutting back too 
much on services. Of course, the 
increased oil values made the big 
difference in meeting the needs of 
the school for the coming year. But 
even with the increased values it has 
taken good management to hold the 
line on increased costs. 
It would appear that except for 
areas with great amounts of oil 
property, most 
schools 
are 
in­ 
creasing taxes anywhere from IO to 
20 percent just to meet the in­ 
creasing costs. 
Just this week I noticed in the 
Slaton Slatonite that their school 
district is going to finish out the year 
with a $40,000 debt and is expecting 
to go another $13,000 in debt next 
year after a IO cent tax increase. 


While our lawmakers are hard at 
work in Austin spending bunches of 
that money trying to come up with a 
new state constitution (that the 
voters are more than likely to 
reject), I thought that you might be 
interested in a constitution drawn up 
by Lynn Ashby of the Houston Post. 
With the exception of a few 
“whereas” paragraphs to get the 
thing started here is his con­ 
stitution: 
BE it RESOLVED: That one 
taxpayer — remembering how a 
Dallas man, his teenaged son and a 
friend one afternoon worked out a 
state redistricting plan which was 
accepted by the court, showing that 
if you want something done right, 
you’d better do it yourself — has 
drawn up his own state constitution, 
thereby saving the state several 
more months of utter confusion, log 
rolling, in-fighting and a couple of 
million dollars. To wit: 
ARTICLE I: The head of the state 
govenment shall be the Governor, 
who shall be paid as much as the 
lobbyist for the oil and gas industry, 
if the state can afford it. 
ARTICLE II: The second banana 
shall be the Lieutenant Governor 
who shall be paid as much as a good 
assistant football coach at UT. The 
Lt. 
Gov. 
shall 
run 
the 
state 
legislature in an honest, open 
manner. If not, he shall be promoted 
to Governor of Guam. 
ARTICLE III: The Legislature 
shall be unicameral, one body, of IOO 
members elected one-man-one-vote. 
Boundaries for each district must be 
clear, concise and make sense. 
Cases of overt gerrymandering shall 
be referred directly to a grand jury. 
ARTICLE IV: The Legislature 
shall meet for six months every 
other year. If that’s not enough time, 
tough. 
At 
each 
session 
the 
lawmakers shall work studiously 
and honestly to make Texas the best 
state in the union. Any deviation 
from this, such as voting for an 
absent colleague, 
taking 
ri 
> 
heavy absenteeism or general in­ 
competence, is cause to be put on the 
Gulf Freeway at 5:30 pm . and 
forced to Drive Friendly. 
ARTICLE V: Legislators shall De 
paid what they are worth. In some 
instances, this shall mean a giant 
rebate to the state. Living expenses 
shall be $10 a day, if they return the 
empties. 
ARTICLE VI: Lobbyists shall be 
kept in Dalhart and sent for when 
requested. Lobbyists shall briefly

Reported On Increase ^ 
CoRtro|

AUSTIN-There were 590 
confirmed screwworm infes­ 
tations in Texas during May, 
an increase of 414 over the 
previous month, Agriculture 
Commissioner John C. White 
reported recently. 
Most of the cases were in 
South Texas, though smaller 
numbers were reported in 
the Coastal Bend and the Hill 
Country. 
Webb County reported 81 
cases, 
the 
highest 
in the 
state. Nueces and Aransas 
were the only South Texas 
counties 
without 
a 
con­ 
firmed case in May. 
The U.S. Department of 
A gricu ltu re’s 
Screwworm 
E rad ication 
Program 
in 
Mission estimated that 75 
percent of the 8,913 screw­ 
worm cases in Texas last year 
were in South Texas. Eighty 
to 90 percent of these were 
from tick-readied bites in the 
ears of cattle. 
According to entomolo­ 
gists, 
the 
tick 
is 
already 
appearing in extraordinarily 
large numbers and heavier 
infestations are expected in 
July and August. 
Ticks feed on the ears of 
large animals and drop to the 
ground, 
leaving 
a 
large 
wound ready for the screw­ 
worm 
fly. 
The best pro­ 
tection to slow or stop tick 
and screwworm injury is to 
spray 
or 
dip 
regularly. 


Smears applied directly to 
the ears are also helpful. 
Female screwworm flies 
deposit their eggs on the 
edges of wounds. Emerging 
larvae enter the wound to 
feed 
on 
live 
flesh, often 
creating illness and, in the 
case of cattle, lowering beef 
quality. 
Sterile 
screwworm 
flies 
are released in the area of 
know n 
infestations. 
The 
female screwworm fly mates 
only once in her short life­ 
time. If she mates with a 
sterile male, any eggs she 
produces will not hatch, thus 
ending the life cycle. 
White recommended that 
cattle owners examine their 
cattle 
more 
closely. 
He 
emphasized the importance 
of controlling the pest for 
health purposes and to main­ 
tain 
the 
high 
quality 
of 
Texas beef. 
Personnel of the Screw­ 
worm 
Eradication Program 
urged that samples from the 
cen ter 
of 
every 
larvae- 
infected wound be submitted 
to their headquarters, P.O 
Box 
969, 
Mission, 
Tex. 
78572. 
Larvae should be removed 
from the wound and killed. 
T hose 
dropped 
on 
the 
ground alive pupate and con­ 
tinue 
their life cycle, in­ 
festing new animals within 
three weeks. 


Wheat Yield To Plummet 


A U ST IN —Texas 
wheat 
production is expected to 
decrease from a record 98.6 
million bushel yield in 1973 
to 63 million bushels, a drop 
of 35.6 million bushels, Agri­ 
culture Commissioner John 
C. White has announced. 
White’s 
projection 
was 
based on field studies of 
wheat conditions by Texas 
Department of Agriculture 
inspectors 
and 
U.S.D.A. 


statistical data. 
Most of the decrease is 
due to the failure of the 
dryland wheat crop on the 
Texas High Plains. Growth of 
dryland wheat has been slow 
because 
of 
drought 
con­ 
ditions throughout most of 
the area. 
Nationally, winter wheat 
production is estimated 1.5 
billion bushels, a five percent 
drop from May figures. 


Cattlemen who are faced 
with grub infestations in their 
stock ought to be considering 
control measures now, ac­ 
cording to County Extension 
Agent Kirby Clayton. 
In 
the 
Rolling 
Plains 
region, says Clayton, heel 
flies have laid their eggs on 
cattle and the grub larvae 
have penetrated the skin, 
beginning their m igration 
through the body. Since these 
larvae are more effectively 
controlled when they 
are 
small, cattlemen should be 
stepping up their treatments 
now. 
Cattle grubs damage the 
animals in a number of ways, 
Clayton says. Cattle infested 
with grubs may produce less 
milk which in turn results in 
less weight gain of calves. 
The affected animals are 
more restless and excitable, 
generally causing a break­ 
down in the normal health of 
the cattle. 
Grubs 
usually 
reach the back of the animal 
in late sum m er, fall or 
winter, form ing breathing 
hooles through the skin and 
developing a 
“Cyst” 
just 
under 
the 
skin. 
This 
penetration damages the hide 
and depreciates the value of 
the animal on the market. 
Although cattle grubs can 
be killed after they reach the 
animal’ back, Clayton addes, 
earlier control is best, par­ 
ticularly in beef cattle. 
Systemic insecticides, he 
recom m ends, 
which 
are 
administered as sprays, dips, 
pour-ons or fed or mineral 
additives, are distributed 
through the animal’s body by 
the 
circulatory 
system , 
destroying the grubs by 
contact action. 
Grubicides suggested for 
control are coumaphos (Co­ 
ital), curfomate (Ruelene), 


p r o l a t e , 
t r i c h l o r f o n 
( N e g u v o n ) , 
f a m p h u r 
( W a r b e x ) , 
F e n t h i o n 
(Tiguvon) and ronnel. All of 
these grubicides are animal 
systemics, Clayton 
recom- 
m en des. 
Treating for grub control 
and drenching the animals 
should not be done on the 
same day, he emphasizes. 
Sick animals or those under 
stress should not be treated. 
The label on treatment 
containers should be checked 
carefully before application 
for instructions on treating 
various 
cattle 
breeds. 
Precautions and directions 
should be adhered to strictly. 
Clayton 
says 
that 
in­ 
formation on grub control is 
available at the County 
Extension Agent’s office.
